Thu llassler Expedition. 


The Sassier deep soa exploring expedition, 


with Prof. Agassiz and his friends, was at 
Valparaiso in Chili, early In May. Some of 
the party visited Juan Fernandez a few days 
previously. This island was discovered in 
15S3, and a few goats were landed. In 1031 
an Indian waslelt there, and subsisted on 
the goats three years botore he was taken off. 
In October, 1704, a Scotch sailor, Alexandei 
Selkirk, was left there, and taken ofl in Feb- 
ruary, 1708, having lived four years and four 
months in absolute solitude, living, like bis 
Indian predecessor mostly on goats' flesh. 
He told his story to Defoe, and out of it grew 
'•Robinson Crusoe." The island is about ten 
or twelve miles long, by four in breadth; the 
shores mostly precipitous, and the inounlai n 
ridges 3,000 feet in height. There are now 
twelve persons, including several children, 
living on the island. They have good poul- 
try and vegetables, splendid beol and milk, 
and can get goats by climbing after them.
